In Soviet, 
Flier Says 


POUND, Va. (AP)—American 
U2 pilot Francis Gary Powers has 
denied categorically reports that 
he plans to remain in the Soviet 
Union when he is released from 
a Soviet prison. 


“I am a citizen of the United 
States and am proud to be one,” 
Powers said in a letter to his 
parents here. “‘I might not like 
all the policies of the U.S. gov- 
ernment, but I feel sure there are 
many millions of people in the 
United States who disagree with 
them also. 

RELEASED BY FATHER 


Powers’ letter was released by 
his father, Oliver Powers, Sunday 
to Melvin Lang, a reporter for the 
Roanoke, Va., Times. 


The U2 pilot was sentenced to 
10 years in prison last August by 
a Soviet court. 


The letter was in response to a 
newspaper clipping sent to the 
younger. Powers by his father 
early last month, in which a Lon- 
don reporter was quoted as saying 
the U2 pilot would be released 
about May 1 and planned to stay 
in the Soviet Union. 


“I cannot imagine where the 
correspondent (John Mossman, 
(Moscow correspondent for the 
London Daily Mail) got his infor- 
mation unless he invented it him- 
self. You may rest assured that 


I will return home, where’ I be-| 


long and want to be, as soon as 
I am released.. Remaining here 
has never entered my mind,” the 
flier wrote. 


WIFE STAYING AWAY 


The flier said he had heard 
nothing about his wife, Barbara 
Powers of Milledgeville, Ga., com- 
ing to the Soviet Union to live as 
Mossman had written. 


“She said earlier that when | 
was transferred to a work camp 
and if I were allowed to see her 
often, she would want to come 
and live near the camp until my 
sentence was up,” Powers said. 


“If I could see her often enough 
to make it worthwhile, then | 
would allow it, but you can rest 
assured that even if it were al- 
lowed, we both would return as 
soon as my sentence was up. 


“Don’t worry about my doing 
anything or giving any cause for 
my country to doubt me,” he re- 
assured his parents. “It looks as 
if this British correspondent is 
trying, for some reason I don’t 
know, to tell the people that | 
have renounced my country. i 
would never do this. 


“T was born an American and 
intend to die an American.” 


In reference to a remark made 
by his father about Patrick Henry, 
Powers wrote: “Henry is 
remembered, much to his credit, 
for what he said. It looks as if 
I will be remembered, much to 
my discredit, for what some cor- 
respondent writes even though 
there is not a word of truth in 
what he wrote.”

School-Aid F ormula 


Is Practical, Fair 


The revised federal school-aid bill, 
approved last Thursday by the Senate 
Labor and Public Welfare Committee, is 
moving to the decisive stage. It should be 
speedily enacted. 

As approved, the bill is not hamstrung 
by controversial provisions which have 
defeated all previous efforts to get such 
a bill through Congress. Excised are for- 
merly explosive issues on segregation and 
aid to private and parochial schools. 

Aid to private and parochial schools 
through direct grants clearly is a viola- 
tion of the U.S. Constitution. A separate 
bill providing for loans to such institu- 
tions will be offered. It may or may not 
be constitutional but at least it is a worthy 
gesture to save the program for public 
schools. 

As for the segregation question, this 
is the domain of the courts and confus- 
ing it with federal aid could serve no vur- 
pose other than to defeat the bill. Civil 
rights matters are going to be with us but 
it is folly to hold up progress while the 
law takes its course. 

The new formula not only meets 
Southern objections on the above issues 
but the equalization ratio would help our 
low income region more than any other. 
The South needs this help. Our teachers 
are the most poorly paid. Buildings and 
facilities in much of the region are below 
standard. Nationally more than 700,000 
pupils are attending double and triple ses- 
sions and the classroom shortage has 
climbed to 142,000. 

Georgia’s delegation in. Congress 
would serve the best interests of the state 
and all her citizens by supporting this 
bill. Those who finally vote against it 
will be voting against the futures of our 
children, our teachers and Georgia.

Ike’s Watchdog Panel 
Ought To Watch GOP 


The Republican Party is back in its 
post-Eisenhower form, twisting itself 
apart in a search for leadership. 

Eisenhower, himself, has set up a 
“watchdog committee” to review the ad- 
ministration’s policies.

Is National Disgrace 


President Kennedy has put the prob- 
lem of juvenile crime in proper perspec- 
tive in a message to Congress which prop- 
erly classifies it as national. It has become 
one of the major social challenges facing 
this country. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover has is- 
sued some alarming figures about the 
spectacular rise in the number of juvenile 
offenses and offenders and the increase in 
major crimes by youthful hoodlums. He 
savs flatly it represents our number one

glare of publicity upon it and decries the 
lack of parental responsibility. 

Mr. Hoover points out the need for 
support of youth serving agencies such 


as the Boys’ Clubs of America, which will

“Building the Citizens of 
Tomorrow” is the theme of the meeting 
devoted to finding ways to combat the 
corruption of our youth. 

President Kennedy declared: in his 
message that present trends indicate up to 
four million youngsters may appear be- 
fore the courts in the next 10 years. His 
specific proposals call for demonstration 
projects and training of more youth 
workers. » 

This tragic fact of American life re- 
flects a failure of our society. Its causes 
are deep-rooted and call for determined 
action on a national scale. Applying the 
remedies, however, is the responsibility 
of local leadership in every community 
in the land.

Requires Some Effort 


Businessmen attending the annual 
convention of Associated Industries of 
Georgia heard a plea by Clifford Clarke, 
executive vice president, that the state 
put industry on a par with agriculture in 
research and development aid. He sug- 
gested a five-million-dollar annual ap- 
propriation for this purpose. 

Looking at what is happening to the 
Georgia economy, the figure properly is 
called “minimum.” Our industrial growth 
has slowed to a snail’s pace at a time 
when job opportunities need to be ex- 
panded at a greater rate than at any 
time in the state’s history. 

Certainly continued progress in agri- 
culture is necessary and desirable. But 
the increased efficiency of farm produc- 
tion makes it all the more necessary to 
provide expanding markets and jobs for 
those which efficiency has displaced. And, 
as Dr. Kenneth Wagner, of Georgia Tech, 
and Elmer George, of the Georgia Mu- 
nicipal Association pointed out on Press 
Gallery yesterday, these are not being 
provided. 

Recently Constitution business editor, 
Jim Montgomery, came up with figures 
showing the state spent $49,460,961 on ag- 
riculture in the past 10 years, including 
experiment stations and the extensiozg 
service. In the comparable period, it spent 
$3,035,450 in the Commerce department’s 
efforts and Georgia Tech’s Industrial de- 
velopment branch received $530,000. 

Something is all awry with this pic- 
ture, as: we point out to Board of Regents 
Treasurer Blisset elsewhere on this page, 
and it is not enough merely to rational- 
ize. Educational, research and develop- 
ment efforts which take no account of the 
vast changes in the state are failing to 
serve the needs of the people.

Ban on All Fireworks 


The eight-man House committee ap- 
pointed to study Georgia’s fireworks

He clearly does not mean for the principal sacrifice to come out 
of the hides of the have-nots, by delaying fulfillment of their needs, 
because he believes America must lead abroad by the power of its 
own example. The haves will get the tab for the rising minimum 
wage, the measures to relieve unemployment, the housing program— 
and this money bite will be’ a quite specific sacrifice. Growth in the 
stimulated gross national product ought to repay it later. But the 


sacrificial pain is now. 


Last week's story of two Atlanta detectives buying groceries for a 
starving family of good quality, while the unemployed husband hunted 
work, indicates a pretty basic sacrifice is already being made by the 


have-nots, 


Everybody who pays taxes will sacrifice a little to bring federal 
aid into schools. In Georgia, where nearly one out of every four per- 
sons is functionally illiterate, the sacrifice is due. Financing health in- 
surance for old people under social security will require money sacri- 
fice by employer and employed alike. 

Kennedy believes these measures to meet domestic need and spur 
growth are vital sinews in the intangible body of national strength, 
and as such, represent sacrifices directly related to the fight against 


communism. 


Less prosaic issues that pit us more directly against the Commu- 
nists in the world cockpit are also being put on the sacrificial block— 
more money for space, for conventional arms, for foreign aid. 


Attorney General Kennedy laid the racial issue on the line in 
Athens when he said graduation of the Negro students at the univer- 
sity, and admission of Negro students to Atlanta white public schools, 
will directly strengthen America’s hand against worldwide Communist 
claims that we discriminate against Negroes. And obviously it will. 


When Walter Reuther and the 


Big Three auto makers start bar- 


gaining this summer, their sacrifice ought to be clear to them as in- 
dustrial pacemakers. If Reuther’s union irresponsibly drives up labo: 
costs, in this time of depressed auto sales, it has missed the meaning 
of sacrifice. So has the auto industry if it fails to take steps to give 
job security reassurance during the onslaught of automation.

Kennedy, in fact, is quietly try- 
ing to set up two pro-foreign aid 
committees within business. and 
industry, ene of them willing to 
support his program publicly and 
the other willing, but in private 
only, to do the same. 


In a curious way the wheel has 
turned full circle since the fore- 
runner of foreign aid, the Mar- 
shall Plan, was first proposed a 
decade and a half ago. What act- 
ually pushed the Marshall Plan 
through Congress—apart from the 
fact that the Soviet Communists 
chose that moment in history to 
assault Czechoslovakia—was not 
the support of foreign policy ex- 
perts or even flecessarily of poli- 
ticians. 

Nor was it primarily a national 
desire to extend charitable help 
to ravaged Europe, though } 
motive was not absent. Most} of 
all it was simply the careful fos- 
tering in the United States of a 
recognition of enlightened self-in- 
terest among the business and 
agricultural communities. 

President Kennedy is returning 
to much the same approach in his 
gathering effort to save his new 
foreign aid program. 


He has concluded that it is 
extremely hard to make a good 
political argument for his pro- 
gram. But there is a _ perfectly 
sound case for it if it be treated 
as strictly a business proposition. 

For he can truthfully show that 
the fundamental revision of the 
whole enterprise which he is ask- 
ing would be far more efficient 
and far less wasteful than before. 
He can truthfully show, too, that 
even apart from the overriding 
necessity to keep the free world 
in economic health for its mili- 
tary security, American business 
itself could not afford the world- 
wide economic convulsions that 
would follow any 
drawal of foreign aid. 

Businessmen. can add and sub- 
tract with no difficulty at all. 
They know the value of long-term 
and carefully thought-out as dis 
tinguished from hasty short-term 
investment. And they go at a 
banking problem—which is just 
about what foreign aid is now to 
become—without bothering much 
about their private political views 
or whether they agree in every 
way with the fellow who is run- 
ning the bank.

Treasurer of Regents Raps Comparison 
In Editorial on Funds Used for Research 


Atlanta—I am concerned about 
the inaccurate statements and im- 
plications in your editorial of 
May 11, 1961, entitled ‘‘$25,000 
Won't Cure State’s Worst IlIness.”’ 
I assume that you were attempt- 
ing to Make a comparison in the 
support Of the Agricultural Exe 
periment Stations and the Engi- 
neering Experiment Station of 
Georgia Tech. 

The Board of Regents at its 
meeting held on May 10 approved 
operating budgets for the various 
institutions of the University Sys- 
tem of Georgia for fiscal year 
1961-62. The total budget approved 
for the Engineering Experiment 
Station is $4,696,000. The budget 
for the operation of the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Stations totals 
$4,034,570, or less than 37 per cent 
of the amount set forth in your 
editorial as having been ‘“‘allot-

Of 
the above amounts, the Board of 
Regents from its State Appropria- 
tion will provide $717,000 for the 
Enginetring Experiment Station 
and $2,037,000 for the Agricultural 
Experiment Stations. 

You referred to the faet_ that 
the Extension Service received 
$9,294,758 in the fiscal year 1960. 
The budget for the Agricultural 
Extension Service, the agency to 
which you were apparently mak- 
ing reference, for the year 1961-62 
provides a total of $3,984,570. Of 
this amount, the Board of Regents 
from its State Appropriation will 
provide $1,820,000. I would point 
out that the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service is not a research ac- 
tivity, and inasmuch as you were 
apparently comparing research 
efforts, | do not believe this oper- 
ation should be included in your 
comparison. 

You referred to an increase 
from $150,000 to $175,000 in the al- 
location by the Board of Regents 
to the Industrial Development 
Branch of Georgia Tech's Engi- 
neering Experiment Station and 
the University of Georgia’s Insti- 
tute of Community and Area De- 
velopment. As compared with the 
original budget for the current 
year, this represents an increase 
in the state appropriation of $175,- 
000. Of this amount, $100,000 is al- 
located to the Industrial Develop- 
ment Branch of Georgia Tech's 
Engineering Experiment Station 
and $75,000 is to be used by the In- 
stitute of Community and Area 
Development of the University of 
Georgia. During the current fiscal 
year, the Board of Regents ap- 
proved a special non-recurring al- 
location of $100,000 for the In- 
dustrial Development Branch. The 
action of the board in approving 
the budget for 1961-62 provides 
for a recurring increase in the 
budget of this branch. 

I believe the Board of Regents 
would be the first to agree that 
the support now being provided 
for the operation of the Engineer- 
ing Experiment Station is inade- 
quate to meet the heavy ‘emands 
on this facility. In so doing, how- 
ever, the board would-point to the 
many essential needs of its 19 uni- 
versities and colleges which are 
not being met. I believe the Board 
of Regents has attempted to the 
best .of its ability to allot the 
funds available to it to meet the 
most essential needs of all its in- 
stitutions. The fact that the funds 
available are inadequate to meet 
all needs of the University Sys- 
tem should be of concern to all 
Georgians whether they be inter- 
ested in industri@] or agricultural 
development.

To Examine Self 


Unless the Christian church points men to re 
God it has no right to exist. There are those i“ 
who try to reduce the function of the church to 


a high class community center. I heard a serious silisiatiok onuinet 
the church during a recent visit to another state. The man was 
talking about the church to which he belonged. It would be more 


accurate to say the church: which belonged to him. 


He began by saying, “I'm not 
a good Christian, but I see 
some things in the life of my 
church that ought to be 
changed. There isn't much dif- 
ference,’’ he continued, “‘in the 
club to which I belong and the 
church. We dine, dance, and 
drink at the club. Then, we dine, 
dance and pray at* the church. 
About the only difference I see 
is that we drink at the club and 
pray at the church.” i 


There is a mighty big differ- 
ence in drinking at the club and 
praying at church so far as I 
am concerned. Perhaps we can 
learn something from this man 
who makes no claim to be as 
good as he knows he ought to 
be. When the church becomes 
engaged.in a lot of activities and 
neglects its purpose of worship 
it has miserably failed the Mas- 
ter whose name it . It is 
not enough for the church to 
be busy, it must be busy doing 
the right things. 


It is high time for the church 
to re-examine itself in the light 
of the great command, “Go 
therefore and make disciples of 
all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy Spirit.”

Dr. Letson’s Plan to Put Gifted 
In ‘Groups’ Just Isn't Practical 


Dr. John Letson, Atlanta. school superintendent, has displayed wisdom and 
discretion in his plans for preparing students for a peaceable, incident-free 
integration of schools next fall—a move which people of goodwill approve whole- 


heartedly. ‘But for the life of me I can’t understand his latest recommendations to the board about 
gifted children. The recommendations, which I understand are still to be considered and acted on by 
the board, would deny the gifted children of Atlanta a special school but would keep them where they 


are in special “‘groups.”’ 


Now really, Dr. Letson. What 
groups? 

The Metropolitan Association 
for Gifted Children, whose work 
I have attended with consid- 
erable interest, submitted to the 
school board a list of 150 chil- 
dren whose parents are ready 
to enroll them immediately in 
a special school. That list has 
since been expanded to 200. 
What kind of groups would that 
constitiité, scattered over the 


entire system? It would mean 
one child in this school, six in 
that one, maybe a dozen in an- 
other one. 

Is it going to be practical to 
assign one teacher to groups of 
that size? 


The Metropolitan Associa- 
tion’s suggestion, which, inci- 
dentally, is still before’ the 
board, is that Clark Howell 
school, one of the oldest schools 
in the Northeast section, which 
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has been losing students stead- 
ily, be designated as a school 
for the gifted. Many Atlanta 
citizens regard Clark Howell, 
the old Tenth Street School, with 
great affection. It is the alma 
mater of many prominent peo- 
ple whose families made the 
pioneer trek from downtown At- 
lanta to the northside half a 
century ago. Margaret Mitchell 
was a pupil there. 


Now Clark Howell school has 
empty rooms. It is gradually 
becoming less a school and 
more a place for storage and 
offices. 


The Metropolitan Association 
proposed that the small chil- 
dren who still go there, pupils 
of the first three grades, con- 
tinue there as a matter of con- 
venience to mothers who want 
to keep them close to home. 
It proposed that the pupils in 
the other four grades move to 
Spring Street or Samuel Inman, 
which are either in walking dis- 
tance or a short bus ride from 
the area. And then it asks that

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Post 
Office Department will issue a 
four - cent postage stamp on July 
11 to mark the centenary of the 
birth of the late Sen. George W. 
Norris of Nebraska. 


President John F. Kennedy an- 
nounced this Sunday in a state 
ment recalling the tribute paid to 
Norris by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in 1932: “We in every 
part of the nation give full recog- 
nition to his integrity, to his un- 
selfishness, to his courage, to his 
consistency. He stands forth — 
whether we agree with him on 
all the little details or not — he 
stands forth as the very perfect, 
gentle knight of American pro- 
gressive ideals.” 


The design of the commemora- 
tive stamp will be unveiled May 
17 during the George W. Norris 
national centennial conference 
here. 


Norris, born near Clyde, Ohio, 
July 11, 1861 represented Nebras- 
ka in the House of Representa- 
tives for 10 years and then served 
in the Senate for 30 years. He 
died at his home in McCook, Neb.. 
on Sept. 2, 1944 at the age of 83. 
Norris was one of the prime 
sponsors of legislation leading to 
the establishment of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority and the Ru- 
ral Electrification Act.

Laos, tried “t@ make a military 
ally out of a country that is not 
capable of being a military ally.” 
Asked why the royal Laotian peo- 
ple don’t fight, he replied: 


“We have aligned ourselves 
with the rightest group, I mean 
the right of center, the very con- 
servative group in Laos, and very 
frankly the popular support is 
not there.” — 


Humphrey, assistant Senate 
Democratic leader and a mem- 
ber of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, said the United 
States has done little to help Laos 
economically and the rebels “‘seem 
to be fighting for a cause.” Also, 
he said, the rebels are “‘activated”’ 
by the Communists.

RELEASE TODAY 

His original presentation was 
to conference on interplanetary 
matter at Highland Park, TIl., 
under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. The 
academy will release the pro- 
ceedings Monday. 


It is hoped that the observation 
of “‘moonquakes” with seismom- 
eters will settle such questions 
as whether or not the moon is 
like a loaf of raisin bread. It 
has been suggested that there 
may be lumps of nickel-iron 
scattered through the moon’s in- 
terior, like raisins. Seismic ob- 
servations should also ultimately 
reveal the nature of the moon's 
interior and whether or not it 
has a heart of iron. 


However, all these studies de- 
pend on the existence of moon- 
quakes, What could produce such 
tremors in a body as dead as 
the moon appears to be? One 
cause could be tidal movements 
in the moon’s rock because of the 
large monthly variation in the 
tug of the earth’s gravity. 


GREAT TIDES 


The distance between the earth 
and moon varies by 11.5 per cent 
every 30 days, due to the ec- 
centricity of the moon’s orbit. 
This would be enough to produce 
ocean tides on the moon of 53 
feet — if the moon had liquid 
oceans, which, of course, it does 
not. The so-called seas are 
thought by many to be made of 
a hardened lava-like material. 


Likewise, according to calcula- 
tions recently reported by Dr. 
Harold C. Urey of the University 
of California, if the moon’s core 
is heated by radioactivity and 
cooled by conduction, this also 
should produce small quakes.

AUBURN, Ala.—The slender young athlete, his shoulders sag- 
ging from exhaustion, stood there and looked at what he had to do. 


It was all up to Doug Constant—who came out of the same 
high school that produced Billy Cannon—whether LSU tied Auburn 
or lost the Southeastern Conference track and field championship 
here Saturday evening. 


Constant was an extremely tired young man. During the aft- 
ernoon he-had won the 100-yard dash in :9.6, the 220-yard dash in 
:21.7, placed third in the broad jump with 23-6% and helped his 
team win two relays. 


Now, he stood, faced with a task of doing something he had 
heen unable to do all season. His best high jump during the 
season was 6-3'2. Now the bar was at 6-6. 


Howie Moss of Tennessee cleared it. Constant had to beat 
Moss to gain five points needed to tie Auburn for the team 
championship, ~ 


He approached—and cleared the bar. And now it went to 6-7, 
and the incredible Moss soared over again without fault. Three 
times Constant tried and three times he failed, the last by a 
fraction of an inch, and Auburn beat LSU, 56-55, on Wilbur 
Hutsell Day. 


The Plainsmen ran taster, jumped higher and threw farther 
in an inspired effort to win for their coach on the conclusion of 
his 40th year as track teacher, They succeeded.

Driving on a 3-Lane 


Sgt. L. A. Pendergrass flies over Atlanta daily in the 
police helicopter observing and reporting on traffic conditions.

Many drivers apparently are confused by overhead lane assign- 
ment lights on three-lane streets. 


In the first place, three-lane streets are far from desirable. 
We've got them, though, and it’s up to us to make the best possible 
use of them. 


We have lane assignment lights on DeKalb Avenue, Stewart 
Avenue and Memorial Drive. 


The overhead light$are always green in the curb lanes in either 
direction. That much is simple. 


The center lane lights are green for incoming traffic during the 
morning rush hours and revert to green for outbound traffic during 
the afternoon rush hours. 


Between rush hours, the center line lights flash amber. 


An amber light is for passing and left turns only. A driver 
going in either direction may use the lane for this purpose provided 
it is clear at the moment. 


Suppose you're headed in on DeKalb during the afternoon rush 
and desire to make a left turn. The center lane is red o_ you, 
You must not enter the center lane. 


You must remain in the curb lane and make the turn across 
two lanes of opposing traffic. 


More than 100 drivers have been arrested so far this year on 
charges of making improper turns at one such intersection, Memorial 
Drive and Moreland Avenue SE. 


Accidents are stacking up on all three streets. Where accidents 
develop, you can expect cases to be made.

The metalworking weekly pre- 
dicted nearly 19 per cent more 
finished steel is expected to be 
consumed this quarter than in 
the first quarter — 17.9 million 
tons, compared with 15.1 million 
tons. 


“Now that the automotive in- 
dustry has come back into the 
buying picture,” Steel said, “a 
pickup can be seen across the 
board. So far, the mills have had 
no trouble keeping most of their 
delivery promises. The excep 
tions are galvanized plates and 
tin plate. Some producers are 
sold out of those products for 
two months. 


Steel estimates the industry is 
operating at 70 per cent of Ca- 
pacity. Ingot production reached 
the two-million mark last week 
for the first time in nearly a 
year. Output this week is ex- 
pected to exceed that mark. 


Steelmakers are likely to re- 
build their stocks to some extent 
during the second and third quar- 
ters, the publication said.

Tops in Fires 


Careless smoking caused the 
most known fires in Atlanta in 
1960—430—and the $245,181 loss 
was second only to the 150 fires 
of unknown origin with a loss of 
$1,064,065. 


That was the verdict of the 1960 
report of the Fire Department re- 
leased by Chief C. H. Hildebrand 
Jr. Sunday. 


Losses for 1960 totaled $2,068,- 
029, $1,288,557 less than the $3,- 
356,596 recorded in 1959. 


The department answered 7,633 
alarms, of which 1,735 were false. 
This compares to 6,920 alarms in 
1959 with 1,234 false. Listed with 
the false alarms also are ‘‘honest 
mistakes and accidental.” 


In 1960 28 adults were arrest- 
ed in connection with incendiary 
fires and 27 were convicted. Sev- 
enteen juveniles were arrested 
and all 17 were committed. The 
arson division of the fire preven- 
tion bureau investigated 451 fires, 
of which 112 were regarded as in- 
cendiary; 172 accidental; 127 sus- 
picious, and 40 undetermined. 


A marked reduction in the num- 
ber of residential fires, from 1,503 
in 1959 to 1,206 in 1960, is attribut- 
ed by Chief Hildebrand largely to 
the home inspection program con- 
ducted in neighborhoods near the 
various fire stations. 


The program lasted from April 
1 through Oct. 15. It will be re 
peated this year .under present 
plans. The department made 25.,- 
879 inspections of all types. 


The department employs 768 
persons of whom 702 are in the 
fire-fighting business. Costs for 
operation, maintenance and sup-

Dear Dr. Motner: Scabies te 
the most embarrassing disease, 
and I do hope there is a cure. 
—J. R. 


Yes, there’s a cure. Scabies is 
caused by a tiny mite about one- 
50th of an inch long. 


It is true these mites are more 
prevalent among persons who do 
not bother to keep clean — but 
there’s no reason why a perfectly 
clean person may not, on occa- 
sion, acquire one. 


At first there is little if any 
itching, and hence scabies can get 
started without any warning. 


The invading mite burrows into 
the skin, and in its tiny tunnel it 
lays eggs. The eggs hatch, the 
new generation of mites digs out 
to the surface, then repeats the 
process. 


The severe itching occurs when, 
or if, the patient develops an al- 
lergy to the mites. 


The cure? Getting rid of every 
last mite. Several medications 
are in use, but the principal one 
remains an ointment containing 
sulphur. Sulphur is also used in 
soaps and lotions. It is a messy 
_ smelly treatment but effec- 
ive. 

The usual schedule is to use the 
medication for three consecutive 
days, then take a very thorough 
bath and along with it a complete

DAHLONEGA — Uncle Sam’s toughest spldiers 
are trained on the steep, rocky mountain faces of north | 
Georgia — the tough men who bear the proud title of : 


Rangers. 

The Ranger training camp 11 
miles from this old gold-mining 
town is just part of the intensive 
physical and mental conditioning 
the cream of the Army goes 
through to get the coveted Ranger 
tab. 


SMALL CLASSES 

The few soldiers who are se- 
lected — each class numbers only 
about 150-160 — first report to 
Ft. Benning at Columbus. There 
at the Infantry School the neo- 
phyte Rangers get the first part 
of their intensive physical and 
mental conditioning. 


The ones who can pass this 
tough initiation then move down 
to Florida, where among rattle- 
snakes, alligators and an occasion- 
al panther, they take the ‘‘jungle”’ 
course in the wild backlands of 
Eglin Air Force Base reservation. 


The Florida base also utilizes 
the Navy to train the future com- 
mandos in landing operations. 


Then the class moves from the 
flat lands of Florida to the vertical 
landscape around Coopers Gap 
in north Georgia, 11 miles from 
Dahlonega. 


The permanent cadre here is 
a tough one — full of combat vet- 
erans who know what skills young 
American men will need when the 
bullets are actually flying. 


The camp is commanded by Lt. 
Col. William D. Brown, a sort of 
barrel-built fellow with iron 
grey, crew cut hair and an ex- 
pressive manner of driving points 
home with a stabbing forefinger. 


“The idea is to train enough 
Rangers so that each small in- 
fantry unit can have a man 
trained in this type of warfare. 
The way the world situation is 
now, you never know what the 
infantry unit will be called on to 
do,”” Col. Brown said. 


He said that the goal of the 
Ranger mission was to train: one 
qualified Ranger officer for each 
rifle company and one non-com 
for each rifle platoon. When need- 
ed, these men can teach their 
hard-earned Ranger knowledge 
to the others of their units. 


NOBLE HISTORY 


The Rangers have a noble his- 
tory in every one of our wars. 
They date back to Maj. Robert 
Rogers, who organized a Ranger 
outfit in 1756 to fight with the 
British and Americans in the 
French and Indian War. 


His standing orders are still 
taught to modern-day Rangers: 
The first standing order of Rog- 
ers was “Don’t forget nothing.” 
It’s still a pretty good idea for 
any combat man. 


Another of his orders: 


“Tell the truth about what you 
see and what you do. There is an 
Army depending on us for cor- 
rect information. You can lie all 
you please when you tell other 
folks about the Rangers, but don’t 
never lie to a Ranger or officer.”’ 


Rogers’ Rangers were the scout- 
ing force that kept in touch with 
the enemy and captured infor- 
mation-bearing prisoners. 


The modern concept hasn’t 
changed much. The basic training 
idea is how to operate behind 
enemy lines, with stealth substi- 
tuting for force; trickery and tac- 
tics for firepower. 


Can the American boy, with his 
basic, non-violent upbringing be 
taught to be as mean as necessary 
to make a good combat killer, as 
Ranger precepts require? 


“Some can and some can’t,” 
was the quiet answer given by 
Sgt. Adolph Delso, veteran of 19% 
years in the Army and going 
after 30. 
“You never know until they are 
in combat whether the training 
really paid off. Half of this course 
is psychological, anyway, and we 
try to make it as realistic as 
possible.”

They were 
honest outpourings of the heart 
from people who loved this man 
although they had never seen 
him except on the screen. They 
were magnificent letters,”’ said 
the cleric. Dr. Kennamer 
echoed Msgr. Sullivan's Cofr- 
ment about the letters. 


Among the letters was one 
from Queen Elizabeth of Eng- 
land. President Kennedy 
phoned the actor and talked to 
him for six or seven minutes. 

Even Nikita Khrushchev rec- 
ognized the greatness of Coop. 
When the Soviet Premier vis- 
ited Hollywood in 1959, he was 
greeted by practically every 
top name in the mevie busi- 
ness. He recognized ne one but 
Cooper. 

“I know you, cowboy,”” Khru- 
shchev said through his inter- 
preter. 

Honorary pallbearers at the 
private rites Tuesday will in- 
clude old friend Ernest Heming- 
way, too ill himself to attend; 
John Wayne, Henry Ford II, 
Bing Crosby, who named his 
eldest son after Coop: Burt 
Lancaster, Peter Lawford, 
Tony Curtis, Dick Powell, Wal- 
ter Brennan, William Wyler, 
David O. Selznick, Billy Wilder, 
Kirk Douglas, Danny Kaye, 
Samuel Goldwyn and Fred 
Zinneman.
